of learned men that has brought the

Dr. Harmon W. Caldwell, youthful 
president of the university, ending his 
first year as president of the oldest 
state-chartered university, conferred 
the degrees. . 

Preceding the graduation exercises 
was the traditional academic parade. 
Sheriff Walter Jackson, of Clarke 
county, wearing a frock coat and red 
sash, and carrying a drawn sword, 
led the historic academic procession. 
For 132 years, the county sheriff: has 
led the parade of graduates, faculty 
members and visiting educators. 

As the students filed into Woodruff 
Hall shortly after 11 a. m. they passed 
President Caldwell, who conferred the 
degrees. Dr. W. D. Hooper, secre- 
tary of the faculty, handed them their 
diplomas. 

Several thousand parents and stu- 
dents attended the ceremonies.

In~his address, Professor Ransom 
said the future of capitalism in this 
nation depended upon the return of 
smal] owners.

these set all the patterns. 

“The power of self-direction has 
been taken away from most buSiness- 
men. They are subordinates, and 
brains in subordinates are a nuisance 
and a danger. Of all the bad markets 
confronting business, the market for 
brains ig the poorest. 

“Mortarboards are a good sign of 
brains, but they ‘do little good. It 
takes an almost fantastic ingenuity 
to find now a husiness in which you 
stand a chance of having a proprie- 
tary direction very soon.”

NEW INDIAN MOUND: 
EXCAVATED AT HO 


Women WPA Workers Aré 
Employed To Uncover 
and Sort Relics. 


MACON, Ga.,. June  13.—Much 
progress is being made in the exeava- 
tion work at the Old Ocmulgee Indian 
fields near here, about 50 WPA 
‘workers. being engaged in. searching 
for archaelogical treasures. 

The work at present centers on 
two mounds at Swift creek, about four 
miles from Macon, on property owned 


‘by Bibb county, which is uear and 
part of the Ocmulgee National Park 
project. 

These mounds are thought to .be 
even older than the older fields recent- 


*\ ly excavated here. They are of sand 


formation, making the work of ex- 
cavating very easy, negro women Dbe- 
ing used to explore this field. This 
mound was formerly an Indian vil- 
lage. site and in virgin’ territory. 
Many valuable finds’ are reported. 

The women work on  seven-bour 
shifts of 18 days a month. The earth 
formation is largely loose sand, much 
work consists only in scraping away 
the sand and uncovering the buried 
relics, pottery and fragments of pot- 
tery. Some of the workers fit the 
broken pieces together, while others 
sort the specimens. 

Long neglected, it was only recently 
that the Indian . mounds near here 
have been explored, but under the 
auspices of the Society for Georgia 
Archaeology, work of exploring and 
excavating the mounds was begun sev- 
eral months ago and finds reported 
there have caused experts to declare 
the field one of the most valuable 
from an archaeological standpoint in 
the United States. 

Dr. C. C. Harrold, of Macon, who 
is president of the Georgia society, 
‘has given much time to the develop- 
ment of the mounds, much of the work 
of which being under the supervision 
lof Dr. A. R. Kelly, archaeologist, of 
| Washington. 

The mounds, which are situated sev- 
eral miles east of Macon, are already 
matty 
tourists and others visiting the fields 
almost every’ day. 

Dr. Harrold is seeking the: location 
of a CCC camp on or near the mounds 
in order. that ‘the members may be 
used to further develop the fields.

In the preceding articles in this se- 
ries a brief summary of the intensive 
re-arming programs in Great Britain 
and England has been presented, to- 
gether with a discussion of the uncer- 
tain conditions existing in France and 
the probability that Italy, if oppor- 
tunity presents, would move to expand 
her territory in Europe. 


Taken as a whole, the present Eu- 
ropean scene is one difficult of un- 
derstanding to the average American. 
Never in the United States has there 
ever existed such conditions of frantic 
armament building except when we 
were actually preparing for war al- 
ready declared. 

Even during the months directly 
prior to our entry into the World 
War, when it was apparent that it 
was only a question of time before 
we would declare war on Germany, 
did we speed up our preparations for 
war on a scale similar to that now 
being carried out by every major na- 
tion in Europe. 

But the nations of Europe have 

neither the Atlantic nor the Pacific 
as great natural protectors of their 
borders. They can be invaded over- 
night and they must be ready and 
prepared to resist invasion from what 
ever quarter it may come. 
. So the nations of Europe are to- 
day frenziedly building up their de- 
fenses—-rand at the same time con- 
cocting a devil's brew that may spill 
over without a moment’s notice. 


THE BRITISH 
ATTITUDE 

The people of Great Britain and 
the government as well want peace, 
but they are nonetheless leading the 
re-armament procession, with the pos- 
sible exception of Germany. Millions 
of men are under arms in Germany, 
Russia, France, Great Britain and 
oom! not to mention Poland and the 
smaller nations, ready at a moment's 
notice to begin the gory work of war- 
fare. * 

There is wholehearted approval by 
the British ple of the re-armament 
program lawmched by the government, 
not only because they realize their 
vulnerability to attack, but because 
the average Britisher has _ been 
amazed and humiliated by the collapse 
of his government's efforts to keep 
Italy from gobbling up Ethiopia. 

This latter attitude is well illus- 
trated in a recent article by a well- 
known commentator in the London 
Herald, in which the writer asks: “Is

In ad- 
dition, Britain must keep the Medi- 
terranean and the Suez canal open 
as the direct route to Australia and 
India. 

So, as much as the British would 
like to remain neutral, if France or 
Russia or Germany or Italy, or all 
of them, become entangled in another 
great war, the fundamental facts of 


the situation argue against her being 
able to do So. 
IT ALL GOES BACK 
TO VERSAILLES 
Underneath the welter of discon- 
tent, hatred and bitterness now exist- 
ing in Europe lies the shuffling of 
national borders which went on dur- 
ing the writing of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 
Germany, again in the hands of 
defiant militarists, is no longer will- 
ing to acquiesce in the unfair terms 
of the treaty and continue in the un- 
tenable position in which it placed 
her.

If we im- 
port goods which could be made or 
grown at home, we deprive American 
workers or farmers of the oppor- 
tunity to earn livelihoods, and break 
down the American standards of liv- 
ing and thus compel a dependence 
upon foreign sources of supply. Such 
dependence cripples us in peace and 
renders us helpless in war. In ef- 
fect there is no difference between 
receiving goods made by pauper la- 
ee receiving the pauper labor 
itself.

If the Salvation 
Army had used its good works to 
build a political orgnaziton, ag was 
done by the New Deal army it could 
have claimed the whole world—not 
egg the 48 states claimed by Far- 
ey.

What has the administration done 
to agriculture? After three long 
years of complete control of every 
branch of the federal government, 
they have failed to provide a per 
manent farm program. Farm income 
in 1935, including the government 
checks, was $3,000,000,000 less than 
in the “twenties.” 

They made worse the Triple A pro- 
gram by maladministration—by mak- 
ing food costly and scarce.

One of the fundamentals of estab- 
lished national policy is tariff pro- 
tection of efficient American produc- 
tion. America does not propose to de- 


stroy the opportunity of our citizens | 


by giving up this protection. There is 
always need for reform. But what 
has the incumbent administration 
done in connection with its pledge 
for such reform? It enacted ih 18 
the reciprocal trade agreement act. 
This law permits agreements to be 
made in secret, and without consulta- 
tion with the American interests af- 
fected, and without fair opportunity 
to protect those interests. It estab- 
lishes a dictatorship over our domes- 
tic economy. It clothes the New Deal 
with authority to reward one section 
of the country at the expense of an- 
other. It enables these politicians to 
determine which community shall be 
promoted and which shall be destroy- 
ed by exposure to foreign competi- 
tion.

Another way to regain our Ameri- 
can stride is to reduce forthwith the 
size of the federal government and 
to stop its wasteful spending.

Fifteen years ago the republi- 
can party met a fiscal situation not 
unlike that which confronts the coun- 
try today.

WILL END TYRANNY 
WITH NEW DEAL 

We will end its tyranny when we 
rid our government of the New Deal 
speculators who have speculated for 
three long years. They have specu- 
lated with the billions of the people’s 
money just as the gamblers of Wall 
Street speculated with the millions be- 
longing to those same people. 

Without doubt the greatest need in 
the life of most of us is that the 
doors of opportunity be held open 
‘that we may pay the obligations 
which we have assumed.

Compromise Is Sought With 


Eastern Group on Pro- 
duction Control. 


CLEVELAND, June 9%.—(#?)— 
Western farm plank planners of the 
republican convention today approved 
a “Littl AAA” resolution embracing 
state administration and sent it to 
the platform committee in a surprise 
more to block a threatened floor fight 
over the party's agricultural program. 


The resolution represented a com- 


promise between eastern and western 
delegates cn production control. 

Western spokesmen precipitated the 
issue by deadlocking the conference 
with a stand for national control of 
production and distribution, a pro- 
vision which easterners previously had 
succeeded in eliminating from the pro- 
posed plank. 

After a night which had threatened 
a breakdown ‘of negotiations and per- 
haps an impasse within the platform 
committee itself, the conferees met 
with Senator Capper, republican, Kan- 
sas, and Representative Hope, repub- 
lican, Kansas, and agreed on state 
AAA control. 

Eastern leaders said the compromise 
did’ not copy farm policies of the 
Roosevelt administration, saying agri- 
cultural co-operation in New Englanc 
outstripped “New Deal” economic 
philosophy decades before it became 
a natioral program. Ape 

They cited the operation of New 
England dairies as a public utility and 
the established order of marketing 
agreements for numerous farm prod- 
ucts, 

Eastern republicans, they said, op- 
posed control of production’ and dis- 
tribution by federal agencies but did 
not object to it as a purely local 
function. : 

The “Little AAA” would operate in 
principle the same as the agricultural

Having opened the bidding with a 
suit bid of three, and partner having 
responded according to the specifici- 
cations given in yesterday's article, 
it now is incumbent on-you to “come 
type of hand you really have!

Spades K Q J 9 8 6 5, Hearts 7, 
Diamonds K 4, Clubs 8 4 2 you now 
will show it by a simple rebid which 
shrieks “sign off.” Sometimes the 
‘three bidder will sign off even though 
he holds a solid suit. This occurs, 
for example, when the limits of 
strength announced by partner's three 
no-trump response puts a slam out 
of the question. But, for whatever 
reason it is given, the simple rebid 
is an-almost forcing sign-off. 

With seven or eight winners and 
a ready-made suit, a hand such as 
Spades A K Q 8 5 4 2, Hearts K 3, 
Diamonds 8 4, Clubs 10 2 the open- 
ing bidder, as a rule, should pass to 
a three no-trump response.

LABOR LEBISLATION 
SUBMITTED BY BLUM 


Chamber Committee Is Form- 
ed To Push Legislation 
for Industrial Peace. 


PARIS, June 9—(#)—Leon Blum, 
declaring “every hour counts,” de- 
manded action on his labor New Deal 
to cure a lingering strike fever to- 
day. 

The tall socialist premier took his 
bills for a compulsory 40-hour week, 
paid vacations, collective labor con- 
tracts and nsion cut relief from 
cabinet to chamber of deputies. 


He acted as coal mine and new 
provincial strikes prolonged French 
industrial worries, and as the combin- 
ed efforts of government and labor 
leaders failed to start a vast army 
of “folded arms” 
work in big numbers. 

The deputies responded to Blum’s 
a by granting his request for a 

-member special committee to ex- 


pedite the legislation, which may be 


finally passed next week. 


Also introduced was a bill to give 
the government control of the Bank of 
France. 

A trickle of returning strikers, re- 
sponding to a government-won employ- 
er agreement an wages and hours, 
gave the Paris industrial area some- 
thing of ite normal aspect. 

But the fourteenth day of the great 
strikes saw a dozen socialists injured 
in a fight with recalcitrant commu- 
nists at a Valenciennes munitions 
plant; between 150,000 and 195,000 
miners holding out in northern coal 
diggings, and scattered walkouts else- 
where. 

A gas strike at Rouen was sel- 
tled, but Toulouse was crippled by a 
general walkout of 15,000 men and 
women; Bordeaux department stores 
locked out 5,000 others and aviation 
and shipbuilding workers quit.

Thomas Edison Foundation Drive 
Is Launched by Business Leaders 


The Thomas Alva Edison Founda- 
tion campaign, which will provide ad- 
vanced education to young men and 
women with aptitude or genius for 
science and invention, was launched 
officially in Georgia last night at a 
meeting presided over by Preston 8. 
Arkwright, southeastern regional 
chairman, who urged businessmen and 
industrialists especially to contribute 
to a memorial commemorating the fa- 
ther of electricity and a “master of 
practical affairs.” 

About 40 leading Atlanta business- 
men and representatives of electrical 
industries from many Georgia cities 
met with Arkwright and other officials 
of the campaign at a dinner at the 
Atlanta Athletic Club. Among the 

kers were W. T. Christy, Atlanta 
airman; D. Mac. Therrell, of At- 
lanta, personal friend of the inventor ; 
R. L. Goodman, regional director; F 
W. Maaloe, national field director, and 
John Bruns, associate national field 
director. 
“Scholarships for Civilization.” 

“T don’t see how businessmen can 
let an opportunity to build a memo- 
rial to one of such practical accom- 
plishment pass,” Arkwright declared. 
‘If you looked history and the world 
over you would not find a man who 
could better be your idol. There are 
millions of Edisons in the centuries 
of the future, yet these scholarships 
for which we are campaigning are not 
just for boys but for civiliation.” 

The memorial campaign is sponsored 
by the nation’s leading industries, 
which owe their origin to Edison’s 
genius, and is designed as & gift of 
the American people to repay partially 
the great debt owed to the man whose 
inventions did so much‘ to establish 
modern industry and ease modern ex- 
istence, speakers said. 


It is founded on the inventor's 
words, “I want to bring unusual youth 
and tnusual opportunity together.” 
Owen D. Young is nationdl chairman. 

Factory Youths To Benefit. 

Youths working in shops or facto- 
ries will haye equal opportunity to de- 
velop their abilities with those show- 
ing promise in laboratories and univer- 
sities, Arkwright pointed out. A de- 
velopment of genius, wherever “it is 
found, by offering 100 annual scholar 
grants to youth throughout the-coun- 
try, is the objective of the campaign, 
he said. 

Pointi..g out that memorials have 
been constructed to “idols’ in most 
every other field, Arkwright urged 
businessmen to contribute to this “liv- 
ing memorial to the businessman's 
idol.” 

“T venture to say we will get men 
better than Edison—the future will 
bring men with more inventive gen- 
ius,” he declared. 

Christy stated the Atlanta campaign 
will proceed immediately. More than 
30 campaigners have volunteered their 
services, and they will interview 1, 


prospective donors already on the At 
lanta list, he said. 

The national goal will be $5,000,000, 
Bruns stated. Campaigns already are 
getting under way in 45 states and 
in 207 cities. 

Edison’s inventions making possible 
the modern newspaper, telephone, tele- 
graph, movie, radio, office building 
and the “thousand and one other things 
adding pleasure and profit to the life 
of all” were discussed briefly by Ther- 
rell, the inventor's personal friend. 

: “Inspirer of Youth.” 

The speaker said Edison should be 
remembered, especially during the 
campaign, not only as one bringing 
great material wealth to mankind, but 
also as one of its greatest “benefac- 
tors and inspirers’ of youth.”

THE CASE OF EMPEROR 
FREDERICK. 

During the year that elapsed be- 

tween the spring of 1887 and _ the 


spring of 1888, the imperial court of 

erlin was the scene of mysterious 
happenings which have since kept the 
whole world guessing. 

William the Great, the first em- 
peror of the federated German states, 
was slowly dying. The heir to the 
throne, the Crown Prince Frederick, 
was by all odds the most pular man 
in the empire. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian War he had been a 
worshiped by his soldiers, 
affectionately dubbed him 
(Our) Fritz.” 

Like most really great men, Crown 
Prince Frederick was democratic. Yet 
in person he was far more impressive 
than even his father, William I. Be- 
tween him and his father there was 
an estrangement, as there was also be- 
tween him and his son, the present 
ex-kaiser. 

A dozen years before the Franco- 
Prussian ar, Frederick had mar- 
ried Queen Victoria’s eldest daughter, 
the Princess Victoria. 

The princess had become anne. 
lar with the German people. Her 
eldest child, the present ex-kaiser, 
early developed a bumptiousness which 
alienated him from his father, him- 
self the most unaffected and natural 
of men. Because Frederick had 
sought to keep his conceited son in 
the background until he could be 
cured of his vanity the latter never 
forgave these paternal efforts to sup- 
press what he considered as his 
given cleverness and genius. - Indeed, 
young William, when only the heir 
presumptive, accused his father of be- 
ing jealous of his own extraordinary

On hearing of this abdication Fred- 
erick’s English wife, the Crown Prin- 
cess, became highly indignant, a5 
justly she might be. Her husband was 
signing away not only his but her 
own possible prospects of wearing a 
monareh’s crown. Her mother, Queen 
Victoria, backed her up in her insist- 
ence upon her rights. So, to contra- 
vert her son’s efforts to prove that his 
father was dying of cancer, the Crown 
Princess sent to England for that 
country’s most eminent throat spe- 
cialist, Dr. Morell Mackenzie. 


All Europe Concerned. 


All Europe awaited the diagnosis 
of this great savant. He clipped out 
a portion of Prince Frederick’s throat 
tissue and. sent it for analysis to the 
noted Professor Virchow. Virchow an- 
nounced that the tissue contained no 
indications of cancer, and this pro- 
nouncement proved a great disappoint- 
ment to the partisans of the young 
Prince William. They immediately ac- 
cused Dr. Mackenzie of having fraud- 
ulently clip ed from an unafflicted 
portion of the Crown Prince’s throat 
the tissue which had been used for 
analysis, and Queen Victoria replied 
to his accusation from her grandson's 
foiiuwers by immediately knighting 
Dr. Mackenzie. 

Partisans of the Crown Princess 
now made some charges which per- 
haps had no foundation more firm 
than the suspicions that Frederick 
must be taken out of Germany to es- 
cape the machinations of his German 
physicians who had been engaged to 
hasten his end.

Johnny Black, who gained fame and 
fortune in 1919 by writing the song 
hit, “‘Dardanella,” died today of in- 
juries received in an argument over 
25 cents change. 

The estimated $12,000 he realized 
in royalties from “Dardanella” had 
been spent long ago and friends said 
Black died a poor man. His roadhouse 
the “Dardanella Club” had not been 
a profitable venture, they said. 

None of the numerous other songs 
that Black wrote attained the popu- 
larity of “Dardanella.” After the} 
royalties started coming in he joined | 
an entertainment troupe and toured | 
Europe. 

Police investigating Black’s death 
sought two men and their women; 
companions. Louis Huber, a waiter at 
the roadhouse, told police that as the | 
four persons left the “Dardanella | 
club” Friday morning one of the men 
questioned the change Black had given 
him. 

“Come outside and I'll take the 29 
cents out of your hide,” Huber said | 
one of the men told Black. 

Black accepted. As the three men’! 
reached the sidewalk one of vw 
strangers hit Black in the right eye, 
knocked him down, his head striking | 
the sidewalk. The party drove away, 
leaving Black unconscious. Huber said 
a physician was not called because 
Black recovered consciousness an hour 
later . 

Black returned to the roadhouse 
Saturday, but late Sunday he relapsed 
into a coma and was removed to & 
hospital where he died.
